The President has recom- 
mended in very decided terms the purchase of Cu- 
ba, and a measure will be ap before Con gressduring 
the present session to appropriate twenty mil- 
lions of dollars for that purpose The message 
of the President on this subject has created an 
intense excitement in Havana, and earnest me- 
morials will be sent up to the Queen of Spain 
against the project Irom her most loyal subjects, 
the inhabitants of Cuba. Indeed.it is rumored 
here that the Spanish Government may refuse to 
receevc Col Preston. 

I should like tosee the IienuHratic State Con- 
vention on Ihe fill take decided grounds 00 this 
question. Wc need Cuba, and must have it, 
peaceably if we c h, forcibly if n c must. I do n .t 
know, however, if it would be the better policy 
entirely to repeal our neutrality laps, and allu-v 

Boms of our adventurous spirits an npportui ity to 
"colonize" Cuba. It is truly humiliating, that 
the protires ivc spirit of Young America should 

be checked by a Government s> antiquated mid 
imbecile as Spain. Cui-a will eventually be ours, 
by purchase, by colonization, or by conquest. 
Spain had better avail herself of the opportunity 
now afforded, and get a good round price for Hie 
island, rather than run the risk of losing it with- 
out say remuneration whatever, 

PsBSONAJL. — We mentioned that Ballan- 
tync, of the Mobile Tribune, declined accept- 
ing a challenge from Gindrat, of the Mercury, 
whereupon the latter denounced him as a 
coward, liallantync responds in this way: 

First, as to the pheUenge. It is only necessary 
to say that it ws.s totally impossible tor a gentle- 
man to accept it, and I am certain that it w is 
written not to be accepted. If Mr. Gindrat chose 
to "w aive certain lights," which he thinks belong 
to fttSI as a gentleman, I have no right — as I 
think — to "waive" what bel-m-.'S to me "as a gen- 
tleman"— and accordingly I used my rigi.t to re 
fuse his challenge 

It mav also properly he said that a gentleman 
would not have sent such a challenge. There is 
not a gentleman in Alabama who would accept 
Mich a challenge; and there is not a "code o. 
honor" w hichjustiries such a challenge. The gen- 
tleman who brought it was an entire stranger to 
me. In respect to him I received it. I ought to 
have returned it without a reply. 

Tlie greatesl poltroon — and ho has the same 
liberty of speech w hich I have — m i v call the brav- 
est man a coward. 

As lo the epithet scoundrel, I leave that to be 
judged of by those who know me. If I deserve 
that, I have thrown away i,ne of ihe chief purpo- 
ses of my life. The statement is false. 

For the rest of this unprovoked assault, I care 
very little. The pub.ic must be the judge be- 
■ween Mr. Gindrat and me. 

And so I take leave of the matter — doubting 
whether 1 am nut stooping in noticing it all

Special Ci nimittee, of which Mr. Crittenden was 
chairman. It is now reported without amend- 
ment, and provides that a stun not exceeding five 
millions, shall be paid pro rata, in satisfaction of 
the claims of American citizens, who had vn.id 
el dma upon the French Republic, growing; out of 
illegal captures and confiscation* prior to the rati- 
fi.cation.of the convention between t*nc I*. States 
and France, ratified July 3), 1801. / 

Mr. Crittenden addressed the Senate, urging 
the justice ot these claims, reminding the Senate 
that Washington, Jefferson, Adams, Webster, and 
other stater-men hail recognized their validity, and 
showing historically how OUI faith is pledged to 
France, as well as to our citizens, for their liqui- 
dation. The bill provides that the claim - shall be 
ascertained and settled by a Board of Commis- 
sions nt Washington within two years. 

The hour lor the special order of the day hav- 
ing arrived, viz: the Pacific Hailroad, the spolia 
tion bill was postponed without action, and Mr. 
Uig.cr, of Pa., took the floor to speak in favor of 
the railroad, which was Interrupted yesterd ay by 
the announcement trotn the House of the decease 
of Ccu Quitman. 

Mr. Higler was happy to discover, in many 
speeches on this subject, that hut little diversity 
Of opinion exi-ts aa to the necessity of the con- 
struction of a railroad across the public domain to 
the Pacific ocean. The main difference in the 
Senate and the country, is as to the proper means 
to accomplish the desiied end, and as to its proper 
loc»tion,'for himself, he would not be tenacious on 
minor bolalS His object was to insure the con- 
struction of the road, not as much as a means of 
developing the national wealth of the intermediate 
country, as ofmobitaiog our rights, and protect- 

log our eitir.ens on the* Pacific side. The where- 
abouts of the road is an object ol secondary im- 
portance, whether it be a few degncs farther 
North or South, so that it be a' great national 
highway. No one will contend that it should Ik? 
forced w here nature nevcr'intoiidcd it to be. He, 
himself, preferred a central route. He could see 
I o reason for serious different** about cither ter- 
minus of the road. The main track through the 
mountains is the main consideration. In locating 
tins, due consideration should be had to the cost 
cii the work, the beighth of the grades, and the 
character of the curvations, but above all, to the 
nature of the climate and the depth of the snows. 

Mr. Higler made a digression to notice the pro- 
gress iOl the railroad enterprise in the United 
Slates, showing its effect on thetrade, commerce, 
wealth, politic. ll growth and strength of the 
Union; illustrating hia statements by the fact that 
ji av weeks elapsed belorc the Declaration ot In 
dependence was known to all parts of the infant 
'•-public, and as late as 1-1 I it WSJ long before 
all the the Slates knew that the capital was laid 
in ashes; yet now, whatever transpires in any one 
Stale is known promptly in all except the one on 
• he Pacihe Were any one Slate assailed to-day 
ov a foreign foe, the fact would be known lo all 
me others, save one, to-morrow, and ths) whole 
military poawof the Republic could be concen- 
' rated for its defense. Meantime the belt of bar- 
i en country between the Mississippi and the Pa- 
cific has arrested the Westward progress of rail 
r lads, ami the task of overcoming this obstacle is 
evidently too great for individual means, over an 
inhospitable country, illy adapted for agricultural 
purposes. Rich it may be in minerals, therefore 
if left to mere commercial considerations, it is not 
likely to be constructed in time for the necessity 
"i the Government. Considering a* he did that 
it i;. far more ot a military and political measure, 
:han of immediate commercial wealth, he 
asked why the Government should not lend it its 
aid, its countenance, and its credit? 

He was averse to committing the Government 
ill any way, but he COUsiderud that individual 
capital is not equal to the task, and hence that 
I he strong arm of Government should be extend- 
ed to the work. Especially as much of the coun- 
try through which it wonki pass is ineligible to 
immediate settlement, its completion as a precau- 
tionary measure Of defens, would lie a w ise and 
SagactOU* policy. Viewed strictly as a military 
measure, it is worthy of the best efforts of the 
Goi eminent; for, vera war to break otil with a 
great maritime power without these means of 
concentrating oof forces, California w ould, in all 

human probability, within fill days, he cut off Iron) 
.ill communication with the Atlantic States. He 
'•ould see little difference between the construc- 
tion of such a work, and works to defend the 
commercial cities of the seaboard. Why not pre- 
pare, in time of peace, for contingencies which 
must enevitablv arise in time of war. Some may 
be readv to conclude that ive shall have no war. 
He trusted in Gol we should not. War is 
si ways a calamity, but not such a calamity as in- 
sult and degradation. It would lie idle to say 
that we are not involved in an imbroglio now, 
in regard to Central America, Nicaragua, Mexico, 
and Spain, from which such a calamity may be 
ready tu spring. Ii would be singuler if the just six 
mouths ot such a war did not cost more than would 
the construction of such a road. Will any man say 
we arc in a condition todelend our Pacific poaa c s- 
riaos? Then how can we talk about the acquisi- 
tion of additional possessions, about u war for 
Cuba and a protectorate over Mexico? Let ii* 
establish this protectorate over ourselves, an i w e 
shall then be in a better position to tnfloonc the 
destiny of others. Probably no Senator, him- 
self included, but would vote three or four hun- 
dred millions of dollars for the purchase of Cuba, 
> et they would not vote a grant of public binds for 
t'le preservation of Cali.'ornia, < hvgoi , and Wash- 
ington, yet what power would be strong enough 
to meet us on the Pacific, with such a railroad, or 
weak enough not lo annoy us without one. As a 
channel of commerce, it would open the direct 
route from China to Japan. It would be a route 
not for heavy tonnage, certainly, but for the 
precious metals, lor the finer fabrics, and for the 
mails, reciprocally, from Bast to We-t. 

Britain is watchful to forestall these advanta- 
ges, and It is now as certain that a railroad is 
practicable through the British valleys of the Red 
river of the North and Krazier liver. 

Finally, Mr. Rider disposed of the various ob- 
jections urged against the road, and concluded by 
warning the Government not to be penny-wise 
and pound-foolish, but to bind together this con- 
federacy of sovereign States for their mutual aid 
and protection. No statesman need fear the ef- 
fect of such a precedent. 

Mr. Harlan, of Iow a, spoke forcibly on the pro- 
pi iety of Congress locating the route. The capi- 
tal required is §11111,1111(1.111111, nearly one-third of 
the surplus capital ol the country. There are but 
few individuals or companies in our own country 
who can control so much money, and hence it is 
sure to be a monopoly, and perhaps, a foreign 
one. What security is there, too, that the con- 
tractors, having secured the $8,000,000 of cash 

and $10,000,'000 acres ot th« best lands, for the 

construction of the road through a fertile district, 
will advance one step across the lire, mountain- 
ous and sterile plains of Ihe interior.' Topo- 

graphieally, there is little difference between the 

central route and the surveyed routes. Either 
can be built in 10 or I'i years, without damaging 
the financial condition of the country. He-, wns, 
therefore, in favor of Ihe central route, as being 
the most thickly populated. 

Mr. Harliu was severe on the members of Con- 
gress, who, after having spent hall a million of 
dollars in explorations, the re?ult of which had 
been published in immense quarto reports, illus- 
trated with pictures for those who cannot read, now 
want to shift u[ion the mail contractors the respon- 
sibilities of locating the road, but they should of- 
fend their constituents by not securing it for 
their particular locality. 

Mr. Ward, of Texas, spoke in favor of locating 
the road in parallell 32, comparing its advantages 
of level ami distance over the central and North- 
ern routes, anil maintaining that the Southern 
road can be built with the smallest amount of 
money, and in the shortest time. 

Mr. Iverson, of Georgia, made a strong sec- 
tional speech. He moved that the bill be re- 
committed, with instructions lo report a bill lor 
the construction of two roads— one Northern and 
one Southern. He admitted the Constitutional 



[ power of Congress to grant the public lands, .hut 
was astonished that south, in Senatois should vole 
such a magnificent donation to the North. 

.Mr. Iverson -poke at some length, but without 
taking any action, the Senile adjourned. 

Hoi sk — Mr. Crai r, of Mo., asked but failed 
to obtain leave to introduce a bill making a grant 
of land* in Kansas and Nebraska to aid in the 
const ruction of railroads. 

Mr. Colfax, of Inil., introduced a bill for the 
Territorial government of Colona, which was re- 
ferred to the Committee on Territories. 

The Committee on Foreign A Hairs reported a ' 
joint resolution authorizing Townseod Harris, 
Consul at Japan, and his interpreter, Mr. Krskine, i 
|G accept presents from the Queen of England, [ 

Mr. Hopkins presented a lull from the same 1 
committee, authorizing the payment C f salaries of 
Minister resident at Argentine Confederacy, , 
Costa Rica, and llondnra-. 

The House resolved it-elf into a Committee ot 
ihe Whole on the stale of the Union, and pro- | 
ceeiled to the consideration of a special order, 
being the bill for the codification of the revenue 
laws, and for other purposes. Mr. Jno. Cochran, 
of New York, said that this bill was very volu- 
minous, covering - JS!) pages. It ill nowise affect- 
ed the codec ion district of revenue officers, nor 
the ports of entry and delivery. It was a pure 
collection of the revenue laws which are now 
scattered through so many statute books, and 
have been so amended from time to time it is 
now difficult to search Out and deleririne w hat is 
the actual law. He alluded to difficulties which 
now surround the present revenue laws, and quo- 
ted the opinions of gentlemen in high official ; 
position lo show the impossibilities now standing 
In the way of their proper administration. He 
appealed to the House w hether thev would not, ; 
under the array of lacts presented, regard the i 
great interests of commerce an i pass the bill, ; 
consolidating and codilying the I iws which have 
been accumulated during a period of lid years. 

The Committee then rose. Amendments pro- 
posed by the Committee on Commerce were or- 
dered to be printed, and the further consideration 
of' the bill was postponed lor a week. 

The House again went jpto Committee of the 
Whole on Ihe -late of the Union, and resumed 
the consideration of the Indian appropriation 
bill. 

Mr. Lovejoy . of Illinois, said that if the pro 
cess of centralisation shall go on as it lias lor ihe 
past few years, the Executive can say with truth, 
*'I am the Government." The passage of the 
bills received from the Committee of Way- ami 
Means is not Urged on the ground id' right and 
necessity, but simply because the Executive has 
recommended Ihe appropriations. He wished to 
know from the Chairman of the Committee of 
Ways and Means whether the report, that unless 
Congress shall revise the tariff to suit the Presi- 
dent there would be an extra session, had his 
sanction? 

Mr. Phelps, of Missouri, replied that he WaSM>( 
responsible for newspaper remarks, but he would 
say that unless Congress shall provide the means 
for carrying on the Government during the next 
fiscal year, either by a loan, or by an issue of 
treasury notes, or by a modification of the tariff, 
or by all these means combined, there w ill be a 
necessity for an extra session duakig the ensuing 
summer. 

Mr. Lovejoy wished to know whether that re- 
mark had the sanction of the Execurive ' ' 

Mr. Phelps replied that when the President de 
sired to have an organ, 'he would select some 
other person, and when the President communica- 
tes his opinions officially, they will be read from 
the clerk's desk. 

Mr. Lovejoy readied, and stated his objections 
to the bill, one-fourth of the amount proposed to 
1 lie anpropriated being under the head of "mis- 
cellaneous. M 

Mr. Phelps replied, defending the items which 
Lovejoy sought to strike oul. 

Mr. Bryan, of Texas, advocated the appropria- 
tion for addiliou.il airents and interpreters, and 
lor buying presents lor ihe Indians in Texas. He 
aigued that Ihe people id' that State werojentitleil 
10 protection, and incidentally said that they 
were fast being alienated Irom the Union, owing 
to the neglect of the Government. 

Mr Giddings, of Ohio, suggested that thegen- 
I tleman from Texas should introduce a resolution 
repealing the annexation id' Texas 

Air. Bryan replied that the annexation measure 
was in the nature of a treaty, and now in loiee. 

Mr. Giddings said that the House had. in the 
repeal of the Missouri Compromise in Ic.Vl, sel 
an illustrious example lor the repeal of the 
resolutions providing for the annexa: ion id' Texas. 

Mr. Bryan replied: Repeal ihe annexation res- 
olutions and then we will know what to do. He 
dhl not know but it would be vastly better f ■ r 
their interests to-day. it the resolutions had not 
bci p named, and Texas had never been admitted 
into the Union. If pro' cc tion be not given to 
the people of Texas, they will all think so, as a 
great many lt«w do, ami will be willing for 
the repeat, and themselves take the initiatory 
steps. 

Mr. Granger, of New York, wished to know 
whether Texas was not able to protect herself 
against a lew ragged In lian , and said if the af- 
fections of the people of Texas were alienated 
from the Union, there would not be much love 
lost. 

.Mr. Bryan, referring to Granger, replied — I 
would say from such we would be willing to part. 
The people of Texas have received nothing but 
what was their doe. When this Government 
shall say it will not give us protection, we will 
resort lo such means i.s are amplv sullicient. 

Mr. Giddings remarked that such threats had 
losl their effect here, and created no alarm. 

Mr. Bryan repeated th il all Texas asked was 
that the compact of annexation shall be ob- 
served. 

Mr. Giddings — I believe that Texas consented 
to I be annexation. 

Mr. Bryan — True. But she consented as 
a sovereign State, treating with a sovereign 
power. 

Mr. Giddings said it was not his purpose to stir 
up an ill feeling. We have done for Texas what 
we have done for no other Slate — paid bet debts. 
Fourteen mil ions of dollars were taken from the 
Treasury for that purpose. 

Mr. Bryan denied that the Government had 
paid the debts ot Texas It was Texas that sold 
a vast Territory to the United States, and from 
tin' proceeds ol that Territory it was that the 
debts of I'exas were paid. 

Mr. Giddings sail! — We conquered Texas by 
our armies. There stands Ihe tmth of the his- 
tory. At first, the boundary was claimed to ex- 
tend only to theTSui pes. 

.Mr. Bryan replied that Texas was annexed with 
her recognized boundaries to the Kio Grande as 
■ declared in her act ol Independence. 

Lovejoy 's amendment, to strike oul certain 
portions of the bill, was rejected. 

A long debate ensued on the appropriation for 
removing the Indians, in Oregon, lo the re-erva- 
lion, and sub isting them until they shall be able ! 
lo maintain themselves. Wit bout concluding the 1 
matter, the committee rose and the House ad- ! 
journed.

soldier bills; also a resolution, which was adopted, i 
calling upon the President lor all recent cones- 
pondence between the British Government and 
American Minister, at London, touching the j 

abuse of the American flag in connection with \ 

the Al'rieftn slave-trade, especially in the case of 
tin- -laver Wanderer. 

Mr Wilson offered a resolution, which was 
laid over, calling for lull details of the contract 
made wilh Mr. Butterfield, a mail-contractor. 

A bill giving a new register to the Canadian- 
built steamships, America and Canada, was pass- 
ed. 

Mr. Harlan offered a resolution, which was 
passed, calling for inform itiou relative to the 
number of Ships and officers, and also of the pay 
of the Navy. 

Mr. Ham mood presented the credentials of his 
colleague, Mr. Chestnut, as U. S. Senator from j 
South Carolina till 1885. 

The Senate agreed to take up 'he French Spo- 1 
lialion lull by a vote of 'Mi yeas to 23 nays. 

Mr. Davis, of Miss., was speaking against the 
hill, when he complained of being too sick to pro- I 
cced. 



The Senate refused the motion to postpone the 
consideration of the subject by a vole of ill yeas 
lo ill) nays. Bat in consequence of the sickness 
of Ml. l)avis, ihe Pacific railroad bill was taken 
up. 

Mr Shields spoke in favor of the northern 
route to Puget'a Sound, selling forth its advanta- 
ges aver all others. 

Mr Doolittfe, of Wisconsin, moved an amend- 
ment, providing that a bo rd of three engineers 

be appointed to surrev each of the f reposed 

routes — the northern, central and southern — and 
report the capabilities and estimate of the ex- 
penses of each to the President before the ne.xt 
meeting ol' Congress. A new feature in his 
amendment is. thai it also provides that the al- 
ternate sections ol land along the route shall be 
open under the homestead law to actual settlers. 

Mr. Trumbull, of 111., speaking nominally on 
the Pacific railroad question, replied to the speech 
of ."Mr. Iverson, made yesterday, noticed Mr. 
Ivsrson'S allusion to the Illinois election. He 
denied the claim of the modern Democracy lo 
that honored title, considering ihcm mere survi- 
vors ol prostrate Whiggery. He went into a 
history of the rise and progress of the Republican 
party, and agreed with the Senator from Georgia! 
that it would go on progressing till it obtained 
piwer, and it would administer it in accordance 
with the true principles of the constitution. 
Without taking action on the bill, on motion of 
Mr- Slidell, ihe Senate adjourned over till Mon- 
day, in commendation of Ihe battle of New Or- 
leans. 

Home —Mr. Blair, of Missouri, introduced a 
bill to establish an assay office in St. Louis. 

Mr. Stephens, of Georgia, announced, in re- 
ipdtM* to many inquiries, that the Oregon bill is 
in his desk, and that he is ready to rep <rt it the 
first time the Committee on Territories shall be 
cdled upon by the Speaker He will then re- 
quest immediate action to be taken on the bill, 
and trusts it will lie reached by Tuesday next- 
Mr. W.ishburne, ol Illinois, wished lo know 
whether he would press the passage of the bill 
without discussion. 

Mr. Stephens replied that he was willing for 
the debate to continue as long as the House may 
desire. 

.Mr. Phelps, of Missouri, from the Committee 
on Wars and Means, reported a bill making ap 
propriations for fortifications 

Mr. Jones, of Tennessee, offered a resolution 
calling on the Secretary of the Interior to report 
under what law and by what, authority the Advi- 
sory Board, of Agriculturists to the Patent Office 
assembled, the manner in which the delegates had 
1.. . ii apportioned, and from what fund they are to 
be paid. 

Messrs. Hughes and Stephen* severallv gave 
their understanding of the subject, supposing the 
delerates assembled under the direction of the 
Secretary of the Interior — $7, .10(1 having here- 
tolore been appropriated for the collection of 
agricultural statistics. 

Mr. .louts, of Tenn., said if it was right mil 
proper that s.ich coin entioii should be continued, I 
Congress ought to take the responsibility of pro- i 
riding how they shall be Called, the number of 
delegates, ami the amount of compensation. 

The resolution passed. 

'I'he Hons,, then went into Committee of the 
Whole on private bills — Mr Colfax in the chair. 

— The Senate 
was culled to order at the usual hour, when, after 
prayer, the journal wits read. 

Mr Mason, of Ya., from the Committee on 
Foreign Allairs, reported a bill authorizing the '

consideration at an early day. 

The special older, the Pacific Railroad bill, was 
then taken up. 

Mr. Gwiu expressed 'he hope that Ihe final 
vote on the bill would be taken on Thursday | 
next. 

Mr. Wilson, of Massachusetts, said that years j 
before the acquisition ot California, before its | 
placers of gold had urged our countrymen to the ! 
shores of the Pacific, an idea was conce-ved of :v ! 
railway transit across the e< ntiticnf , which would | 
make ourcouutry thegre: t highway between Eu- 
rope and Asia. Since the treaty of Gu idaloupe 
Hid ilgo gave our Republic the title deed of the 
Empire, the construction of a railway to tin- Pa- 
cific had engageil the profound attention of the 
nation — the opinion of the people had been pro- 
nounced in favor of the speedy completion of 
that great national work, which would carry into 
ihe heart of the continent the light of Christian 
civilization, develop the wealth and power of the 
nation, and bin 1 together the dwellers on the At- 
lantic and Pacific slopes of Ihe Rocky Mountains. 

He should not discuss the gereral issues in- 
volved in the construction of tint L're-u work, for 
those issues had been discWsed before the people 
and ihty had proiiuuiiccd for it. The sole ques- 
tions for consideration were, on what ro"te shall 
the road be constructed, and how shall it be built ? 
The route from Lake Superior la PogeCs Sound 
was the shortest. It hail good hard wood and 
water, but the motion can hardly be asked to 
take a road on the extreme Northern frontier. 

He would willingly vote th give at least thirty- 
thousand acres of land to the mile to aid in ihe 
Construction of such a work over that route. 
The central route across the continent from the 
Missouri to San Francisco, would be pre eminent- 
ly a national route; it would accommodate the 
entire country North and South. He was for 
that route because it was for the whole Country* 

T! e route on the Southern lim id' the country 
by Way Of El Paso was a mere section il route. 
The country from El Paso to the Pacific was an 
arid region of barren sands. Over most of it 
sterility reigns; birds could hardly fly over it with- 
out carrying their | rovisions with them. [Laugh- 
ter.] 

The Senator from Georda Mr. IveSson) had 
proposed to build roads, a Northern and Southern 
road — one bordering on the Territories of the 
British Queen, and the other on the frontier of 
Mexico. That Senator thought the time was at 
hand w hen the South must go out of the Union, 
orgive up slavery, and he was for point: out it 
the Senator Irom New ^ ork f Mr Seward', or any 
of his compeers shall be elected President in I860, 
which he seems to think may be the case, inas- 
much as the Republican* have swept the free 
States. 

That Senator with the rest inavjie assured that 
Ihe threat to raise the demon of disunion in I860 
would not make the Scnatot from New York, 
(Mr. Seward), Mr. Chase, of Ohio, Sir. Reed, of 
Pennsylvania, Mr. Banks, of Massachusetts, or 
their political associates, whose mimes had been 
connected willi the Presidency, any less dear to 
the freemen of the country 

But the Senator from Georgia would construct 
a road over the El Paso rente preparatory to sc. 
Ceding Irom the Union. This Southern route had 
been known as the disterc, but hereafter it would 
be known as the disunion route- 
While he (Mr. Wilson ) would not vote for any 
plan that would make that route the national 
highway to the Pacific, he would vote any amount 

ol lands to build it as a local route: he would 
give the wiiolc cotintrv south of the 34th parallel 
from El Paso. 

Men of capital would net embark in any such 
scheme. It would pass into the hands of a class 
of greedy men and of speculators like the opera- 
tors in Ihe Texa* Pacific road; men wdio would 
take mil) ions Of stock w hen they had not a dollar 
to invest. 

If Ihe bill passesin its [resent form we may see 

the road ( strucicd ihrou di 1110 or olltl miles of 

the best land w est of Ihe Missouri, from the Big 
Sioux lo the State o| Texas, and we may see the 
road in that State built to the naked plain where 
tlie desert begins, Knl mile* this side of El Paso. 
But we should then Ibid that the road would not 
be made over the sands and barren plains from 
that noint to th» borders of California. 
^Michigan, V. i -cousin. Iowa, and M t n S 't , ;,i d 
millions of the richest lands on the continent. ami 
wilh money at 4 and Ii per cent in New York, 
if those States could not raise money to construct 
their magnificent railways, how and when could 
seventy-five or .on* handled milfons of money be 
raised for lands, only one-third of which were 
available to construct that gnat national work? 

He was for the speedy construclion ol a railway 
to the Pacific over theceiitral regions of the coun - 
try, and to accomplish that object he had propos- 
ed to amend the pending bill hv providing at 
once the location and construction of the work 
by the tnoncf of tiie nation. He ptoposes to set 
apart the proceeds of the public lands within lf)0 
miles of the road as a fund to pay the bonds issu- 
ed to construct the ro: d. 

Adopt this plan, cuter at once upon the great 



work, use the boundless credit of the nation, and 
in ten years, perhaps spener. We should sec a 
railway Irujn the Missouri to San Francisco. And, 
although h* believed the road would not pay div- 
idends upon its cost, it would illume the plains, 
Iiasses, and recesses of the interior of the Rejaib- 
ile wilh the lisiht of civilization, and tend to the 
unity ot country' by binding together with ties of 
interest and affection the, million* w ho .tie here 
alter to live on the Allanlic and Pacific shores. 

To accomplish an object f o vast, so comprehen- 
sive, so national in its scope, so Important to the 
salety of the country, the expenditure of one hun- 
dred and fifty millions dollars, even if it shirtiM 
be sunk in the work, would be but a small and in- 
significant affair. 

It was a work of great magnitude, and of in- 
saleable Importance, and he was ready now to en- 
ter upon it by voting the money necessary to ac 
complish it, and. in giving such a vote, lie was 
sure he was taking the only practicable course 
that would niakc a railway lo San Francisco a 
consummated act. 

The rest of ihe session up to ;"> o'clock was oc- 
cupied by explanations, which arose out of Mr. 
Wilson's remarks. 

Mr. Davis, of Miss., took occasion to describe 
the various routes set forth in the rcpors of au- 
thorized surveys, to clear himself from tfie suppo 
s lion of sectional bias in the preparation of his 
reports while at the head of the War Department. 
Before the consideration of ihe Pacific railroad 
question, the Secretary ot the Treasury forward- 
ed Professor Alexander's report on the coinage, 
which was referred to the Committee on Final ce 
Mr Johnson, ol Tennessee, said that he would 
call up the homestead bill at the earliest day- 
Mr Shields, of Minn , introduced a bill to es- 
tablish a mail route Irom Lake Superior to the 
Pacific.
